The pact. abrogating the much-de- 
nounced Platt amendment, _ slid 
through the senate without opposi- 
tion and a minimum of. debate. No 
record vote was taken. 

“This treaty simply surrenders our 
contractural relations with Cuba and 
lets us fesort to international law,” 
said Chairman Pittman, of the for- 
eign relations committee. 

“If 1 had my wary,”

Cuba Gratified. 

The Cuban ambassador, Marques 
Sterling, sat in the diplomatic gallery 
through the brief formalities, and as 
soon as ratification had became a fact, 
he hurried to the press gallery and, 
through an interpreter dictated the 
following statement: 

“Cuba .is highly gratified with the 
prompt ratification by the _ senate 
without oppositiou. The treaty rep- 
resents a new bond that will more 

closely unite the two countries. This 
is “a real permanent treaty because 
it brings the cowniries ~ (together ‘in 
closer association.” 

Ratification by Cuba apparently 
awaits the calling of a constitutional 
convention there, For years the island 
republic, and, for that matter, all of 
Latin America, has agitated for the 
abolishment of the Platt amendment. 

Policy Declaration. 

This consisted of a declaration of 
policy toward Cuba written into the 
war department appropriations bill of 
1901, and. subsequently incorporated 
in the Cuba constitution and in the 
treaty of 1903, which the present pact 
replaces.

Two tablespoons butter, 2 table- 
spoons flour, 1 eup milk, 1-2 teaspoon 
salt, dash of white pepper, 1-4 cup 
double-whipped Anayonnaise. 

Melt butter in double boiler and 
blend in the flour. Then add milk 
gradually, stirring constantly. Cook 
until entirely smooth. Add salt and 
pepper. Remove from fire and slow- 
ly add mayonnaise. Continue stir- 
ring. Makes 1 ctip sauce: Serve in 
place of cream sauce, 


Baked Macaroni and Tomatoes. 


One cup macaroni, broken in inch 
pieces, 4 tablespoons butter, 3 table- 
spoons flour, 2 cups milk, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 1-8 teaspoon white pepper, 3 
teaspoons Worcestershire sauce, 1-2 
cup double-whipped mayonnaise, -: 
medium tomatoes, buttered brea 
crumbs, 

Cook macaroni in boiling, salted 
water until tender. Drain and rinse 
with cold water. Make a white sauce 
in double boiler with the butter, flour, 
milk, salt and apper. Remove from 
the fire and slowly add ~ Worcester- 
shire and mayonnaise, stirring con- 
stantly. Arrange alternate layers of 
macaroni and skinned sliced tomatoes 
in buttered casserole. Cover with 
white sauce and buttered bread crumbs 
on top. Bake ‘in slow oven until 
brown. Serves 6. 


Hot Tomato Sandwiches. 


Sunday night suppers are the ideal 
meal for hot sandwiches. Have you 
ever tried hot tomato sandwiches? 
Then here are a few recipes you might 
add to your cooking repertoire: 

, Hot Mayonnaise, Tomato, Bacon. 

One cup double-whipped mayon- 
naise, 1 egg white, stiffly beaten, eight 
slices tomato 8 slices bread, toast- 
ed: bacon. 

Fold mayonnaise into egg white 
gently but thoroughly. Salt tomato 
slices. Place on slices of toast. Pile 
mayonnaise mixture generously on to- 
mato slices. Brown lightly under 
broiler for 1 minute. Serve while 
hot with stgips of broiled bacon. 
serves 8. 

Rounds of toast or toasted English 
muffins may be used 

Tomato, Cheese ‘Sandwiches. 

Toast a slice of bread on one side; 
spread the untoasted side thickly with 
double-whipped mayonnaise, cover 
with a thick slice of tomato, then.with 
a slice of American cheese. Place 
two strips of partially broiled bacon 
on the cheese and toast the sand- 
wich under the broiler flame until the 
cheese is melted. Serve immediately. 

Variations of May 

There is no question but that the 
succulent tomato blends perfectly with 
the flavor of a true mayonnaise. But 
if you like variety, mayonnaise lends 
itself perfectly to delicious combina- 
tions and variations. Here are a few 
recipes to illustrate: 


Fresh Tomato Mayonnaise. 


One cup  double-whipped mayon- 
naise; one-half teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce; 1-2 cup pimiento, chop- 
ped; 1 cup skinned, fresh tomatoes. 

To. mayonnaise and Worcestershire 
sauce, pimiento and tomatoes (but 
into small shreds). Makes about 1 1-4 
cups mayoniraise. 

Tomato Rarebit. 

One cup tomato juice, 2 cups grat- 
ed cheese, 1-4 cup double-whipped 
mayonnaise, 1-4 teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce, 8 slices bread, toasted. 

Heat tomato juice in double boiler. 
Add cheese: gradually and stir until 
melted. Add mayonnaise gradually, 
stirring constantly. Remove from fire 
and add Worcestershire sauce, Serve 
on hot toast. Serves 8. 

Tomatoes, Other Vegetables. 

The tomato is the most versatile 
of vegetables! Good enough in its own 
raw state, it also combines deliciously 
with other vegetables. Here are a few 
such recipes: 

Baker Bean, Tomato Salad. 

Eight tomatoes, peeled; 2 cups bak- 
ed beans, 1-2 cup double-whipped 
mavonnaise, 

Cut tomatoes almost to bottom into 
6 even wedges and press apart like 
petals of flower. Place tomatoes, stem- 
end down, on crisp lettuce. Fill cen- 
ters with well-blended baked bean and 
mayonnaise mixture. Serves &.

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of Mr. and Mrs, James O. Babb, 611 
East Point avenue,‘ was almost in- 


stantly killed early Thursday when 
struck by an automobile driven by 
Miss Mary Knott, 18, of 1012 East 
Point avenue. Police said they be- 
lieved the accident was unavoidable. 
At about the same time the Atlan- 
ta Motor Club revealed figures on 
traffic accidents in Atlanta during 
the month of May showing a remark- 
able decrease in the number of auto- 
mobile fatalities within the city. lim- 
its. 

Credit was given to the safety cam- 
paign sponsored the motor club, 
the co-operation of the automobile pub- 
lic and the Atlanta police department 
for the small number of deaths so 
far this year, 17, as compared with 
27 at this time last year.

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FRANCE DEALS BLOW — 
TO FRUIT TRADE OF U.S. 


PARIS, May 31.—(#)—The Ameri- 
can fruit trade was dealt a heavy 
blow in France today by a 50 per 
cent Increase in the import license tax 
beginning June 1. 

Published in the official journal, 
the new rates are 60 francs (approxi- 


mately $3.90) for 220 pounds on table 
apples and 90 francs (about $5.95) for 
220 pounds on pears. ‘ 
While the government did not re- 
store the prohibitive tax of 125 francs 
on apples and 175 franes on pears, as 
had been feared, the new rates never- 
theless will hit the American fruit 
hard, particularly during the highly 
competitive last quarter of the year.

GENEVA, May 31.-+(4)—Heavy 
clouds of pessimism overhung the dis- 
armament conference today, as dele-|

John Simon, British foreign secretary, 
and the French foreign minister, Louis 
Barthou, whose clash yesterday ail 
but ended all hope for an agreement. 

Maxim Litvinoff, soviet commissar 
for foreign affairs, spent the day work- 
ing on a plan for turning the con- 
ference into a permanent security con- 
ference, a plan which Sir John ha 
ridieuled as not accomplishing disar- 
inament. 

Delegates from Spain, Denmark, 
Switzerland and Norway, with whom 
Henderson also conferred, appeared to 
have no suggestions which would save 
the conference. 

The French insistence against any 
German rearmament and charges that 
the reich already is increasing its War 
forces stood in the way of any con- 
sideration of the British plan, which) 
is supported by Italy. 

Return of Germany to the confer- 
ence seemed impossible in view of this 
situation, and American and British 
opposition rendered Litvinoff's plan| 
unlikely of adoption as a basis for 
yeneral agreement. 

Further public discussions will take 
place Friday*when the conference re- 
assembles.

THE TEXTILE STRIKE THREAT. 

The threat of a textile strike af- 
fecting every section of the coun- 
try brings about an unusual situa- 
tion and one in which is involved 
an essential and an elementary prin- 
ciple of the NRA. 

During the past few months tex- 


tile production has been consider- 


ably larger than consumption and 
the 25 per cent cut in operating 


time for the mills during the sum- 


mer months was directed by Gen- 
eral Johnson, NRA administrator, to 
avoid serious trouble for the mills 
through the building up during the 
next four months of a huge surplus 
of manufactured goods. That would 
mean serious trouble, both for the 
employes and for the industry. 

Even on the reduced basis of 
working hours under which the 
mills have been operating for the 
past year, there has been a ware 
house accumulation in excess of de- 
mand. If to this surplus should be 
added a continuous output during 
the dull business months of the 
summer, it is evident that the ac- 
cumulation would reach disastrous 
proportions by fall. 

One of the basic principles of 
the NRA is to hold production with- 
in demand. It has forced reduction 
in cotton, wheat and other com- 
modities. If this principle is cor- 
rect, and if it applies to raw prod- 
ducts, it. but natural that it 
should apply: also to manufactured 
goods. 

Acting on this priciple, and for 
the purpose of preventing a sur- 
plus of textile goods that 
threaten the industry, the order of 
the NRA was issued. 

So it appears now to be simply 
a question of whether the opera- 
tion of the mills should be reduced 
now or later.

The experience of the businessman 
hurrying through the rain, snow or 
wind a block or two from the subway, 
train or car to his office perhaps more 
accurately represents the common ex- 
perience of civilized people. We have 
already pointed out the error in ob- 
servation of the alleged effects. of 
drafts and the like, in the case of the 
individual who has chronic rhinitis or 
similar pathological condition. A great 
many uninitiated laymen do base their 
view of the effects of drafts, damp- 
ness or similar exposure upon the ab- 
nérmal reaction of these pathological 
individuals to such variations in the 
environment. 

In my files are hundreds of letters 
from explorers, hunters, sailors. 
guides, lumber cruisers, fishermen, mail 
earriers, taxi drivers, teamsters. line- 
men, firemen, policemen, soldiers, 
farmers describing their adventures in 
exposure, and not one of them believes 
that exposure predisposes to such ill- 
nesses as the pampered stay-at-home 
imagines he will suffer if he gets his 
footsies wet. 

It seems to me that the empirical 
evidence, together with the scientific 
evidence, makes the quaint old theory 
look ridiculous.

CUBA WASHINGTON, May 31.—The way this government tried 
to free Cuba in a few hours the other day, after 31 years 
of suspense, was a-clear tip that something was wrong inside. 

Cuban and American statesmen were gathered rather hurriedly 
at the state department on Tuesday afternoon to sign the new treaty. 
Before the news of their action had reached Havana, a White House 
Paul Revere had dashed up to the United States senate and deliv- 
ered the document. 

The’ senate foreign relations committee met Wednesday morn- 
ing and reported the treaty to the senate without any studied con- 
sideration. Then Chairman Pittman, of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, tried to get the treaty through the senate immediately. 

Anyone who knows Washington will realize treaties are not. 
made and ratified that way. They usually require months to ad- 
vance as far as the Cuban treaty advanced within 24 hours. 


EXPLANATIONS The administration spokesmen explained for 
publication they acted like they were going 
to a five-alarm fire solely because of good will toward Cuba. That 
was a go@d excuse but rather thin for grown-up senators who were 
expected to ratify the treaty, so another excuse was passed around 
quietly. It was that the administration wanted to get the treaty out 
before the AAA announced the new sugar allotment for Cuba, be- 
cause the sugar allotment was certain to make the Cubans very 
angry. In other words, we wanted to get them in a good humor 
by freeing them before we told them the bad news about how much 
sugar they could ship us. 
This explanation sounded more like the real one, but, as a 
matter of fact, it appears to be only half the inside story. 


TERRORISM Few people know it, but the state department 
has been receiving some exciting confidential re- 
ports from Cuba lately. | 

Apparently the old Machado crowd is getting bold again and 
threatening rather serious embarrassments to the Cuban govern- 
ment by striking at the United States. 

That is what was behind the shooting of a soldier guard at Am- 
bassador Caffery’s residence and the waylaying of Embassy Secre- 
tary Matthews’ automabile. The government tried to minimize the 
seriousness of these attacks by attributing them to mysterious 
marauders. As a matter of fact, they are even yet suppressing the 
news of the first attack several weeks ago, when Caffery’s resi- 
dence was sprayed with bullets and no one hurt. 

There is no mystery in the minds of our officials as to the iden- 
tity of the marauders. No one can prove it, but everyone on the 
inside knows they are Machado henchmen bent on proving that the 
existing Cuban government cannot defend the lives of American 


diplomatic representatives down there, 

INTERVENTION it is a clever scheme and our officials fear it 
may work. If a hair of Ambassador Caf- 

fery’s head is harmed we will have to step into Cuba again, freedom 

or no freedom. As one of our officials said in private conversa- 

iton recently: 

‘I would. not like to minimize the consequences if anything 
happened to Caffery.”” He is one of the best-liked men in our 
diplomatic service. 

Neither he nor First Secretary Matthews could have severely 
offended any Cubans. Matthews is a shy man who would blush if 
he saw the rhumba, properly performed. 

In view of this situation, the master diplomatic minds of this 
government apparently concluded that if the Platt amendment of the 
old treaty was going to be abolished, it had better be done in a 
hurry before the shooting starts. That will show we at least tried 
to be decent. 

Also it may induce the Machado terrorists to hold off their 
attacks by Strengthening Cuban public opinion in our favor at a 
troublesome time. 

But the new treaty will not hinder us in going into Cuba. It 
merely removes from us the contractual responsibility of going in. 

The Cuban government will scream for our help, loud enough 
to be heard around the world, if and when its troubles get out of 
hand. 

ARMS EMBARGO Paraguay was winning the Chaco war when 

the United States stepped in and decided to 
curtail hostilities by an arms embargo. Our business interests 
(Standard Oil) were on the other side, in Bolivia. 

This stata of affairs has led to murmurs among the skeptics 
here that the United States decided to stop the war because Stand- 
ard Oil was losing. That appears to be a far-fetched deduction. 

What really seems to have driven us to action is the fact that 
Great Britain was stealing our South American thunder. A few 
weeks ago it was charged in the British house of commons that the 
United States had blocked the Chaco arms embargo movement. 
Shortly thereafter, the British representative at the League of Na- 
tions proposed that the matter be taken up by the League and that 
we be “‘invited’”’ to participate. 

That remark was clearly meant as a dig for us. 

The state department took the hint and within 24 hours an- 
nounced that we intended to take the initiative in the Claco arms 
embargo program before the League had a chance to extend an “‘in- 
vitation.”’ 


NOTES. Cuban businessmen are not very strong for abrogation 

of our,old treaty. They liked the idea of American pro- 
tection. Qr perWaps they recall that before the Filipinos had a 
chance to accept the freedom we recently offered them, our con- 
gress Slapped a coconut oil tariff on them. 


Delaying World Court action until next session is merely part 
of the process of letting American adherence die by degrees.

$1 WHEAT TO BRING 
$600,000 TO GEORGIA 


The sensational rise in wheat 
prices has brought joy to the hun- 
dreds of Georgia farmers who 
have planted that crop, J. F. 
Greer, director of the state burean 
of markets of the department of 
agriculture, said Thursday. 

Mr. Greer estimated that the 
78,000 acres Georgia farmers have 
sown in wheat this year will aver- 
age about eight bushels to the 
acre making the total expected 
yield 604,000 bushels. If the price 
of more than $1 is maintained, the 
income to Georgia farmers this 
year will be more than $600,000 
from wheat alone. All of those 
who have planted wheat, however. 
have not planted it for marketing 
purposes, a number planting only 
for their own use. 

Last year’s Georgia wheat crop 
was 556,000 bushels from an 
acreage of 67,00 Oacres. 


feverish wave of buying on the na- 
tion’s grain markets. September wheat 
reached $1.03 5-8 on the Chicago ex- 
change. Corn was up 3 3-8 to 3 7-8 
cents. Oats rose 2 3-4 to 3 cents. 

The sound of a “dollar wheat” bid 
in the Chicago grain pit set off a 
wave of buying that carried prices to 
the maximum allowed for the day. 
Drouth-stricken farmers gained little 
comfort from the rise. They have little 
wheat and less prospects of a 1934 
crop. 

A large carryover from previous 
surplus years offsets fear of general 
famine.

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| MINIMUM WAGES FIXED 


IN NEW CANNING CODE 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—(4)-— 
The code for the canning industry ap- 
proved by President Roosevelt divides 
the country into three groups for wage 
purposes, and_ provides hourly wage 
rate minimums from 20 cents to 40 
cents an hour.

Men get 25 
cents minimum. If working on non- 
seasonal canning, the rate is 2 1-2 
cents higher.

ALAMEDA, Cal., May 31.—(UP) 
I decided to kill myself because I was 
a failure. I have had no job for more 
than three years and had been on the 
breadlines more than a year. I fig- 
ured if I died my wife and children 
could collect my $1,000 insurance, I 
could do more for them dead than I 
could do alive. My wife and children 
were sick and often hungry. I be- 
came disconsolate and discouraged. _ 

I considered this plan as far back 
as last November, when I went to 
the powder plant in Hercules, Cal., 
and bought 100 sticks of dynamite. 
I extracted TNT by boiling some of 
the dynamite. With this I made 
bombs ont of Big Bertha _ shells. 
Finally I was ready and put the 
Big Berthas in the back seat of my 
sedan. I put about 50 sticks of 
dynamite in the front seat. 

"I figured a double plan, so it would 
be sure to work. A switch in my 
hand was wired to my wrist by 4 
copper band so no one could. take it 
away. This was wired to a Big Ber- 
tha shell. Then the doors of the front 
seat were wired together by heavy 
copper wire. This was connected with 
the cigar lighter and the lighter would 
set off a powder fuse to the dynamite 
sticks. If the cops pulled open the 
front doors, the dynamite would blow 
them and me to Kingdom Come. If 
they started to pull me around I 
would have touched off the switch in 
my hand and Big Bertha would have 
done the rest. 

I was going to warn’the cops s0 
they could get back if I decided to 
et her go. 
sa pail up the idea when I eould 
see my 14-year-old daughter, Vir- 
ginia, in the erowd, crying and wav- 
ing to me. 

I have spent ‘much time in the 
army. J was born in Atlanta and 


in the 
army. I went to Mexico on_ the 
Villa chase with the Fifth New York 
militia. Later I was promoted to a 
sergeant and transferred to Fort Lo- 
gan H. Root in Little Rock. When 
the Eighty-seventh division: was or . 
ganized in 1917 I was made personal 
orderly to Colonel Robert Thornburg.

In many staple lines we have already 
observed voluntary curtailment of pro- 
‘duction which has been forced in the 
‘case of many mills who are unable 
to continue piling up stocks of mer- 
‘chandise that do not sell. 
Mills Lack Funds, 
| The majority of mills are not finan- 
cially able to continue the operation 
of their plants on full schedule and 
put into stock merchandise produced 
under present high eost conditions.- 
These conditions of high cost produe- 
tion are caused by the collection of 
‘the processing tax of approximately 
(S21 per bale which must be paid to 
government in cash whether the
